Colony’s military contribution for the year 1°90, 
amounting to $124,870.49, was voted at the last 
meeting of the Finance Committee by a majority 
ofone, afterconsiderable discussion, The m: jority 
of one was obtained by the Chairman exercising 
hia right of giving a casting vote. | 
‘Mr, P, Ryrle sald the unbfiicial nembets 
wanted the vote postponed, They agreed to the 
Increase of the contribution Inst year on the 
understanding that the garrison would be largely 
Increased in accordance with the Secretary of 
State's despatch.’ As yet there had been no In- 
crense, yet the colony was requested to pay it, 
The hon, members should be fully Informed on 
the subject, and he'therefore begged. to move the 
postponement of the final vote on the subject.’ - 
Mr. T. H. Whitchead, in seconding, ‘sald-the 
War Department having swerved from its 
original grounds for making, the’ demand, now, 
attempted to fustify its diction by taking up new 
grounds for .thé demand, ‘The unofficial 
members were desirous of having time to con- 
sider the new aspect, of the affalr, and he there 
fore. had much pleasure in seconding Mr. 
Ryrie’s motion. ; ied 
His Excellency, In’ the course of an 
exhauative. sptech ow thequestion at issue, 
sald he could not accede to the request for 
lengthy. delay as there appeared: no alternative 
owing to ‘the receipt, of telegraphic instruc. 
tions on ‘the subject, which--directed that 
the money should be paid st once. ' He was 
called upon to play a more or. less ee part 
in connection with the vote, He still held much 
the same views as were expressed hy him two 
|years ago. On the oth of January of last year 
the despatch pointed out the pros and cons of, 
the case from the point of view of the -imperlal 
tax-payer, and it was urged that the increase was" 
necessary owing to the inadequacy of the con- 
tribution at that time payable. The despatch’ 
of the ‘Secretary of State was a very able 
one and perfect, but for the very unfortunate 
mistake respecting the promise to increase the 
garrison. ‘When it was borne in mind that the 
colony does not pay ariything towards the up- 
keep. of the Army here, nor of the Navy,—our 
tright arm of defence,"—In theses seas cither, he 
thought that the amount should not be consi- 
dered as excessive, or unfalr, There was a 
point In connection with the demand for the 
increase of the contribution which rather affected 
the future, not the present time, That was the 
inference that stil!’ further demands would be 
made later ons; what for he could not say, 
‘but’ possibly for: barracks, stores, forts; etc., 
etc. If such came to pass a point of dere 
which bad not, he consideied, been. yet reached 
would be reached. Looking around carefully 
he could sep that there were. not: many fortanes 
made in Hongkong—as was popularly supposed 
at Home—and it was highly probable that the 
margin of profit on the trade of the place was 
very narrow, 
fortunes being made rapidly, as was. supposed. 
Fortunes bad been amassed in years gone by, but 
they weremade slowly. In these clrcumstancesthe 
greatest caution should be exercised in over- 
Straing the abilities of the Colony.’ He did not 
think a point of danger had yet been. rpached.' 
Uf taxation were, in years to come, increased to 
an extent that really overstralned the abilities of 
the Colony to meet it; then asevere blow would 
be,dealt at tho Colony as a self-au ing 
community. Hebad recently received a gram 
instructing him to stop all ‘public works, 
which bad. not yet been commen aod 
that appeared to indicate that the Home 
Authorities wero a litte apprebensive. “If 
the Colany floated a foan—as could bave been 
done for: the constructlon:’. of ‘the Tytam 
Waterworks .and: other useful works instaad.
